BRINE applied to the roots of grape 


vines affected by the grapes rotting has 
been found to completely eradicate the 
rot. 


OF all the different varieties of culti- 


vated grapes, the Delaware contains the 
largest amount to sugar, and the Con- 
cord the least. 


A HALF gill of soft soap and water, 


one part of soap to twelve of water, 
poured at the roots of cabbage plants, 
is recommended as sure death to white 
grubs. 


THE Chinese are famous for their 


good vegetables. 
It arises from the fact 


that they use only liquid manures ; 
hence their plants grow rapidly and are 
brittle, or tender. 


THE successful farmer does not at- 


tempt too much. He concentrates, and 
the more he does this the greater are his 
gains. 
Ho does not expect large crops 


from his lands without liberal manuring. 
ITo recognizes the necessity of constant 
study and watchfulness. 


LIMK is a good fertilizer.

remarks about the fooli-.hue.ss of hilling 
potatoes. 
He re i.s what it says : "Ob- 


servant f.iruieiN :uul gardeners have 
found that embanking potato plants, or 
'hilling' them, as well as some other 
hoed crops, deci eases the product, and 
in agricultural discussions and in peri 
odioals we frequently sec the loss as- 
cribed to the falling rains being turned 
away from the roots of the plants, on 
the supposition that the roots never ex- 
tnxd more than a few inches from the 
base of the stems. This mistaken no- 
tion i.s easily disproved by examining 
the soil between the rows with a trowol, 
when the .small branching libers will be 
found to meet between the rows and ex- 
tei'il o\er the whole surface, oven be- 
forc the tun. is havo st t orgrov.n to any 
size. 
The plants grow best and give, 


the largest tubers by leaving the soil 
even and level, and not by denuding the 
roots between the hills and piling the 
soil to an unnatural depth against the 
plants."

teresting questions as follows : How 
many eggs per annum will the best non 
sitting varieties of hens lay ? We have 
heard of single Hamburg and Loghqrn 
hens producing 2,">0 to 300 eggs each per 
annum, but what we would like to 
know is, can a flock of ten up to fifteen 
average tiiis?

BRANDY CHEBBIES. — Chose firm, fine 


fruit, wash, pick the stems off, stick the 
cherries in two or three places with a 
needle ; pour over them a sirup made 


by boiling a pound of sugar. (to every 
pound of cherries) in a gill of water; add 
a pint of brandy for every four pounds 
of sugar; pour the birup hot over the 
cherries, cork and tie np carefully when 
cold. They will be fit to eat in a week, 
and will keep for an indefinite time. 


SALT AND WATER CUCUMBERS.—Put 


fifty freshly-pickled encumbers in a 
stone jar, separating each layer with 
fresh grape leaves and a sprig of sweet 
fennel. Ponr over them a pickle made 
by boiling a. pint and a half of salt in a 
gallon of water, and a table-spoonful of 
cayenne pepper; only let it come to 
boil; have it perfectly cold before put- 
ting it over the cucumbers; cover well 
with grape leaves ; put a clean piece of 
light wood and a brick on top to keep 
the cucumbers down ; they will ferment, 
be slightly acid, and be ready for use in 
three weeks. This is a Holland receipt. 


KASPBERRY VINEGAR.—Pick and wash 


five pounds of raspberries and pour over 
them a gallon of the best white-wine 
vinegar ; let it stand twenty-four hours, 
then strain through a flannel jelly rag 
and put this liquor over five pounds more 
of raspberries. Let it stand again a day 
and 
night. 
Strain a second 
time 


through a flannel bag and add ten 
pounds of lump sugar. Put in a three- 
gallon stone jar ; set the jar in a pot of 
hot water and let it simmer for twenty 
minutes, skimming any froth that may 
arise. When perfectly cold, bottle and 
cork carefully. 
Keep in a cool place 


during the summer. 


INHERITED 
ANTIPATHIES. 


Cows hate dogs instinctively from 


their earliest calfhood upward. I used 
to doubt once upon a time whether the 
hatred was not of artificial origin, and 
wholly induced by the inveterate human 
habit ot ogling on every 'log to worry 
every other animal that com»s in its 
way. 
But I tried a mild experiment 


one day by putting a half-grown, town- 
bred puppy into a small inclosuro with 
som" hithorto-umvorried calves, and they 
all turned to make a common headway 
against the intruder with the same strik- 
ing unanimity as the most ancient and 
experienced cows. Hence 1 am inclined 
to suspect that the antipathy does actu- 
ally result from a vaguely-inherited in- 
stinct derived from the days when the 
ancestor of our kino w as a wild urus, 
nud the ancestor of our dogs R wolf, on 
the wild forest-clad plain's of Central 
Europe. When a cow puts up its tail 
at sight of a dog entering its paddock at 
the present day, it lias probably some 
dim, 
instinctive consciousness that it 


stands in the presence of a dangerous, 
hereditary foe ; and, as the wolves could 
only seize with safety a single isolated 
urus, so the cows usually make common 
cause against the intruding dog, turning 
their heads in one direction with very 
unwonted unanimity till his tail tinally 
disappears under the opposite gate. 


Such inhoritod antipathies seem com- 


mon and natural enough. Every spe- 
cies knows and dreads the ordinary ene- 
mies of its race. Mice scamper away 
from the very smell of a cat. Young 
chickens run to the shelter of their 
mother's vving-. when the shadow of a 
hawk passes over their heads. Mr. Dar- 
win put a small snake into a paper bag, 
which he gave to the monkeys at the 
Zoo; and one monkey after another 
opened the bag, looked in upon the 
deadly foe of the quadrumanous kind 
and promptly dropped the whole pack- 
age with every gesture of horror and 
dismay. 
Eveu man himself—though 


his instincts have all weakened so greatly 
with the growth of his more plastic in- 
telligence, adapted to a wider and more 
modifii'hlo set of external circumstances 
—seems to retain a vague and original 
terror of the serpentine form. — AV.

OUR PRESIDENTS. 


The United States have had nineteen 


Presidents, four of them of Irish descdht 
—Jackson, Tyler, Pierce, apd Buchan- 
an.

The President holds his office for four 


years. He must be a native of this 
country, and must have attained the age 
pf 35 years. 


In the early days of the republic its 


chief magistrate Avas called "His High- 
ness the President of the United States 
and the Protector of our Liberties." As 


e 
this title was inconsistent with our dem- 
ocratic pretensions it was soon dropped, 


Our chief Executive is not chosen by a 


popular vote. He is elected by a col- 
lege of electors chosen by the people. 
Each State has as many Presidential 
electors as it has Congressmen and 
United States Senators. New ¥"ork has 
thirty-three Congressmen and two Sen- 
ators, hence its electoral vote is thirty- 
five. 


In 1860 Buchanan's vote was 20,000 


less than half the total, and Lincoln's 
800,000 less than the half, yet the college 
of electors chose Lincoln. 
In 1876 


Hayes received 251,000 votes less than 
Tilden. The Sage of Gramercy will, 
however, have to go down into history 
without the Presidential title. 


In most cases, from 1789 to 1824 the 


President was elected by the Legisla* 
tures of the different Statep. The Pres- 
ident is not the executive of the people. 
He is the executive of the United States. 


The original provisions )f the consti- 


tution provided that the person having 
the next-highest number of votes cast 
for President should becor 10 Vice Presi- 
dent.

BIOGRAPHY. 


-Henry W.- 1/ot.jrfHto.c. 


Henry Wadsworth Longfellow was 


born seventy-three years ago—on the 
27th of February, 1807—in Portland, 
then a Massachusetts toAvn, and for al- 
most half a century he has been a resi- 
dent of Cambridge. 
Graduated at BOAV- 


doin College ,at the age of 18, he gava 
himself with youthful enthusiasm to the 
culture of elegant letters, and, after a 
short time spent in the uncongenial 
study of the law, was called to the pro- 
fessorship of modern languages in hid 
alma mater. A few years later he was 
appointed to a similar professorship in 
\Harvard College, made vacant by the 
resignation of its first incumbent, the 
late George Tickiior. 
This office ha 


filled for eighteen years, Avhen ho was 
succeeded by another poet, recently ap- 
pointed to the highest diplomatic trust 
in the gift of -the Government. 


Meanwhile Longfellow had published 


three delightful works in prose—" Outre- 
Mer," "Hyperion," and "Kavanagh"— 
and had won for himself a foremost place 
among American poets. Since his resig- 
nation of tho professorship at Cambridge 
his pen has never been long idle. As a 
prose writer his reputation has been 
dimmed by his popularity as a poet; but 
no one who has read his prose can ever 
forget tlie simplicity and beauty of hig 
style. The reader finds there the same 
marks of a refined and scholarly tasta 
which largely characterize liis poetry; 
and, if he had adhered to that kind oi 
literary endeavor, he would probably 
have rivaled Irving as a prose classic. 
But Longfellow's inclinations led him in 
a different direction; and few readers, il 
any, will say that he was not right iu 
following what seemed to him the true 
bent of liis genius. However great and 
durable the fame which he might have 
acquired as a prose writer, we could ill 
spore ''The Voices of the Night," 
"Evangeline," "The Golden Legend," 
"The Courtship of Miles Standish," the 
marvelous translation of Dante, and the 
innumerable short poems which arQ 
familiar as household words. To have 
written them is to have rendered a serv- 
ice to American literature which cau 
never be lightly estimated. 


THE WASirrNGTO\ 
MONUMENT. 


There is now a good prospect that the 


Washington monument will some day 
be finished. In case the $677,000 esti- 
mated by the commission as necessary 
to complete the work is promptly appro- 
priated by Congress, Col. Casey prom- 
ises that the monument shall be com- 
pleted witlu'n the 
next four yoars. 


About $02,000 of the 8200,000 appro- 
priated ha 187C) has boon consumed on, 
the foundation. An immense elevator, 
capable of bearing ton tons, has been 
erected within the shaft at a cost of 
$20,000, Avhich is run by a fifty-horse- 
power engine, and Avill bo used in cany- 
ing stones to the top. An iron stairway 
has also been erected at a cost of $16,- 
000. 
Both the elevator and the stair way 


will bo permanent, and vill be carried 
np as the work piognssos. A railroad! 
has been constructed from the workshop 
o the foot of tho monument, where a 
derrick hoists the stone and puts it upon 
the elevator, and a little railroad at the 
t')j> conveys it to its place. 
Everything 


is now substantially re.idy for the work 
of laying new courses of stone. Col. 
Casey has on hand about, 12,000 cubio 
feet of marble and granite and about 
100 stones, contributed by lodges ana 
private parties throughout tho Union. 
He expected that the first stone in tlio 
new work would bo laid on the b'th of 
July. 


It is now proposed to carry out tho 


original plan, which contemplates a sim- 
ple obelisk 550 feet in height, crowned 
with a pyramidian, or roof, fifty fe< t in 
height. The base of the monument is 
fifty-fivejeel square, and its dimensions 
will be reduced as it ascends until, at tho 
top, it will be thirty-four .feet six inches 
square.i The proportions are in exact 
accordance with the. classic proportions 
of this style of architecture;, as deter- 
mined, after careful research, by Goorgo 
P. Marsh, American Minister at Homo, 
and the monument, whe.n completed, 
promises to be a more creditable work 
than the advocates of other plans havo 
been Avilling U) admit. 


THE four great oolVe' 
1 eonntrio'- of tho 


world are Brazil, Java, Sumatra, and 
Ceylon. 
Hitherto 250,000 tons havo 


been considered as 
a good yearly 


figure for Brazil, but last y«ar the ex- 
portations amounted to 273,000 tons. 
But the consumption of coffee in tho 
country itself now amounts to (50,000 
tons, raising the total yearly product of 
Brazil to 333,600 tons. Fortunately fox- 
tho planters in other parts of the world, 
coffee has grown into a necessity in tho 
United States, and its price has risen. 
Although the soil of Brazil, 'especially 
for coffee culture, is very extensive, yet 
the difficulty of obtaining labor daily 
becomes greater, \and this renders it 
doubtful whether the above figure**can 
be much exceeded.. The crop of Java 
and Sumatra was estimated at 94,000 
tons for export; the consumption of tho 
inhabitants, although the population is 
double that of Brazil, i.s not half of that 
of the latter country. The production. 
in Ceylon, though greater than that of 
1878, shows a falling off when compared 
Avith former years; there were in all 
41,200 tons exported from the island, the 
native consumption being very small.
